Dinh Diem launched a new offensive on Chief of State Bao 
Dai today. 


The premier's office announced 


Invest $35,168,000 
In Effort to Boost 
Private Investment 


WASHINGTON (ZP)—Presi- 


dent Eisenhower today asked 
congress to approve this 
country's participation in a 
new international finance cor- 
poration "as part of our ef- 
fort to increase the flow of 
United States private invest- 
ment funds abroad." 


In a special message, the Presi- 


dent said approval of U. S. mem- 
bership would provide payment of 
the U.S. subscription of $35,168,000 
to the 100 million dollar capital 
stock of the proposed corporation, 
as set forth in the federal budget 
for the year starting July 1. 


The new corporation would be 


an affiliate of the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and De- 
velopment. 


Provide "Risk Capital" 


As such, Eisenhower said, it will 


serve""as an international agency 
which will provide, in association 
with local and foreign private in- 
vestors, risk capital, for financing 
the establishment, improvement, 
and expansion of productive pri- 
vate enterprises in member coun- 
tries when other sources of funds 
are not available on reasonable 
terms." 


The President added that "this 


type of risk or venture capital is 
most urgently needed."

p. m. Saigon time attacked "sev- 
eral hundred" Binh Xuyen troops 
in Cho Lon. 


Diem's office said Bao Dai would 


be deposed by a "states general" 


assembly to be made up of pro- 
vincial councilors from South Viet 
Nam's 39 provinces. 


The announcement said the as- 


sembly had been summoned by the 
national 
revolutionary committee 


of 18 political parties and 35 Viet- 
namese leaders. The committee 
had bitterly 
denounced Bao Dai 


Saturday as a French puppet and 
said he must be deposed. 


Diem's office said the Premier's 


Cabinet and the national array had 
approved the assembly call. 


The premier was closeted for an 


hour with Collins soon after the 
U. S. envoy arrived from Wash- 
ington. Collins also reiterated that 
the United States supports his gov- 
ernment.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (&)—A few scientific facts can be 


helpful guideposts to parents worried about the polio vaccine. 


There are two main worries: 
1. Is any of the vaccine causing polio ? 


2. Is it failing to prevent polio? ' 
The scientific facts give no rea- 


son to jump to conclusions that 
either worry is 3ustified. 
Here's 


why: 


The vaccine is made of killed 


virus. 
Dead virus cannot cause 


polio. Vaccine is first tested for 
this safety.

It is possible that some lots of 


vaccine might contain living virus, 
and be missed in the tests. With 
the precautions used in making 
vaccine, this is very unlikely. 


But the possibility is the reason 


why vaccine made by the Cutter 
Laboratories was withdrawn, for 
rechecking, after some children 
vaccinated with it developed polio. 
The answer from the rechecks and 
various tests should be forthcom- 
ing soon. 


Polio also developed in a Colum- 


It is significant to health officers 


that many if not all cases of- polio 
occurred within five to seven days 
after the first shot of vaccine. 
This- could mean it didn't have 
time to become effective. 


There is no reason to think that 


the shot of vaccine would speed up 
development of polio in a child 
already exposed to polio virus. 


Geographic Reasoning 


Some health officers also point 


out that a majority of the cases 
of polio after one 'shot of vaccine 
occurred in southern California, 
where the polio season usually be- 
gins earlier than in Northern 
states. Again this indicates the 
vaccine didn't have time to work. 


There was no evidence in the ex- 


haustive report of Dr. Thomas 
Francis Jr., University of Michi- 
gan, that the vaccine caused polio. 


His report gave the vaccine an 


astonishing record of safety from 
reactions of any kind. 
Indeed, 


there were more reactions (fever, 
headache, etc.) among children 
getting the completely harmless,

For Ticket Advance 


Bus service will resume in 


Dixon Thursday morning, the 
Dixon Chamber of Commerce 
said today. 


The new plan of bus schedules, 


designed to bring outlying patrons 
to the downtown section in 10 
minutes, 
was 
tentatively 
an- 


nounced this morning. 


The new bus line will be known 


as the Dixon Bus Co. and will bft 
operated by Robert Lute, Gales- 
burg, and Gene Curry, Kewanee, 
who operate bus lines in those cit- 
ies as well as Sterling and Rock 
Falls. 


The bus firm said today it will' 


use some of the equipment of the 
Dixon Transit Co. and add some 
equipment of its own. The new op- 
erators said they were primarily 
interested in giving Dixon resi- 
dents a quicker trip to the down- 
town business section, thus erasing 
an objection to the Dixon Transit 
Co.'s operation. 


Four Routes 


Generally the routes will b« 


broken down into four phases, 
each terminating at First Street 
and Galena Avenue. They'll form 
a "clover-leaf" serving the south- 
west, 
southeast, northeast 
and 


northwest sections separately. Tha 
old routings sometimes took a pa- 
tron on a tour of the north and 
south sides before reaching a down* 
town destination. 


Ralph Richie, executive 
man- 


ager of the Dixon 'Chamber of 
Commerce, added a warning not* 
however. 


He said that the Chamber has 


guaranteed the sale 'of 8,000 ad- 
vance tickets. Thus far only 5,000 
have been sold. 


"I expect a rush to buy tickets 


now that the plans for a new line 
have been made known," he com- 
mented today. 


Buy 'Em! 


"The Chamber urges everyone 


who expects to use the line to buy 
tickets in advance and thus guar- 
antee the new operators that we 
need bus service here. The tick- 
ets are on sale at more than 50 
Dixon business places and at the 
Chamber of Commerce office." 


Richie said that the demand for 


a renewal of bus services here has 
been "terrific." The Chamber of 
Commerce phone has been busy 
with calls inquiring about the pros- 
pects of renewal of the service. 


Said Ritchie: "Dixon residents 


have an opportunity now to 'save* 
our bus lines. 
The Chamber of 


Commerce feels that the service is 
vitally necessary to our growing 
city. 
It's important to our com- 


merce, our schools and our fac- 
tories. 


"The only way to assure that it 


remains here is to patronize it 
whenever 
possible. 
With new, 


faster schedules, everyone should 
make it their concern to use the 
line, even if it's only for occa- 
sional -trips."

A panel of 11 medical experts 


including the vaccine'* developer 
Dr. Jonas E. Salk, of Pittsburgh 
approved Saturday the withdrawa 
of the Cutter vaccine for further 
testing, but also urged that use of 
other brands be continued. 


A Public Health Servic* atate- 


ment after the Saturday **s»ion 
said 29 cases had been reported 
in which children had become ill 
of polio after receiving the shots. 
All but three of these cases, the 
service said, involved use of the 
Cutter vaccine. A half dozen other 
cases, not yet reported to the 
health service, have also come to 
light. 


The Idaho state health director, 


L. J. Peterson, reported yesterday 
that the death of Janet Lee Kin- 
caid, 7, of Moscow, Idaho, the sec- 
ond schoolgirl in that state to die of 
polio after being vaccinated. Eight 
other children in Idaho have been 
stricken, he said.

WASHINGTON (St—Top AFL and 


CIO leaders today tackle the big 
gest problem still HI the way of 
merging' their union organizations 
—a constitution for the proposed 
combined federation. 


A joint unity committee of AFL 


and CIO chiefs planned to act on 
a. draft carefully worked out be- 
forehand. It was not made public 
but was said to follow closely the 
general merger principles agreed 
upon in Miami last February. 


Approval of the constitution by 


separate AFL and CIO conventions 
and then by a joint AFL-CIO con- 
vention would be required later 
but this was considered to be a 
formality once leaders of the two 
organizations agree. 


It was learned that the AFL and 
dO may move their separate con- 
ventions so as to meet simul- 
taneously in the same city. The 
AFL has been scheduled to hold 
its annual session in September in 
Chicago. The CIO had set its meet 
ing for mid-October in Buffalo 
N. Y. 


Under a plan advanced today by 


AFL President George Meany and 
CIO President Walter Reuther, the 
two principal architects of the 
labor. merger, the AFL and CIO 
would hold separate but simul 
taneousi conventions in New York 
City in December and then go righ 
into the joint convention. 


One of the reasons for holding 


all the conventions in one place 
was said to be that it would give 
many AFL and CIO union leaders 
—some of them bitter rivals for 
two decades—a chance to get to- 
gether and start the new 15-million 
member federation off in a spiri 
of friendship. 


WASHINGTON W— An automo- 


bile executive predicted today that 
by 1975 a large part of U.S. fami- 
ies "may be using three or more 


r«." 
"The one-car family could be in 


the minority," said Lester L. Col- 
bert, president of Chrysler Corp. 
ie addressed 3,500 businessmen at 
he annual meeting of th« U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Colbert said industry will be j 


hard pressed to supply its growing 
market in the next 20 years. 


He predicted that automation— 


the trend to automatic factories— 
vill be a "tamely blessing" in the 
two decades ahead, rather than a 
potential source of unemployment. 


Population to Grow 


Population will surge up to 221 


million by 1975, he said, while the 
number of new workers will rise 
slowly because of the low depres- 
sion-years birth rate. 


"The job ahead is to produce 


enough goods and services to meet 
Jie needs of a rapidly growing 
population with a slowly growing 
"orce of productive workers," he 
said. 


The "free, open" American econ- 


omy will have its ups and downs, 
he said, but "there need not be 
anything like a serious and pro- 
longed depression if competitive 
business continues to do its work 
in the atmosphere of confidence." 


He said 1955 may be the auto 


industry's best year. 


Clem D. Johnston, president of 


the U. S. Chamber, supported Col- 
bert's rosy picture of the future. 
He declared in prepared remarks, 
"We can double the American 
standard of living by 1965 if we 
really put our minds to it." 


Drop Philosophy 


But he said that if the country 


is to progress toward this "brave 
new world," it must rid itself of 
"this welfare state philosophy of 
giving everyone, regardless of how 
much work he does or how well he 
does it, an equal share of every- 
thing." 


It is time, he said, to keep "par- 


alyzing hands of government off 
business, off agriculture, and off 
individual workers."

But they couldn't bring themselves to let go. 


The Vietnamese, in the big eastern province of Indo- 


• china, demanded freedom. The French promised it, after 


negotiations. The negotiations collapsed in 1946. 
Ho Chi Minh. Moscow-trained, began war on the French 


with the Vietminh, made up of Vietnamese Communists and 


. nationalists. 
The French were too weak to crush the rebels. 
They did not traain Vietnamese armies and officer corps 


• capable of crushing Ho Chi Minh. Such an army, of course, 
; one day might have turned on the French and driven them 


out.

Nor did they build up any Vietnamese leader who could 


have been a real head of state and rally point for his people 
against communism. Instead, they picked Bao Dai, former 
emperor of the province of Annam, as chief of state. 
He was a French puppet. Since his appointment in 1949, 


he has lived most of the time in' luxury hi France while his 
people were going through the agony of war. He has served 
as a loud-speaker through which the French could give the 
Vietnamese orders.

Last year, Ho Chi Minh forced the French, in spite of 


the American aid they got, to let him have the northern half 
of Viet Nam. They moved closer then to giving the South 
Vietnamese independence. But not quite. 


Bao Dai, in France, remained chief of state. The United 


States, now bearing most of -the cost of trying to build up 
South Viet Nam to keep it from communism, pushed the 
French into naming Ngo Dinh Diem premier. 
.This man has been described as honest, a nationalist 


^who balked at being led around by the nose by the French. 
The French began to cool off on him.

Bao Dai, from his mansion on the far-off French Riveria, 


and with French blessing, told Ngo Dinh Diem to get out. 
The latter refused. The United States backed Diem, who 
now seems to be more firmly in control. 


At this point the question seems to be: How much 


progress can the United States make in saving South Viet 
Nam if the French, refusing'to learn any lesson, pull in the 
opposite direction?

daughter now in her rnid-teens has 
a stubborn acne and I am wonder- 
ing if it is because of my father 
that she is this way.

viously had a most unhappy and 
abnormal childhood. She can do 
nothing about this now except to 
realize that she had a bad break 
as a youngster. 


As to her other problem: Acne 


Is not related to syphilis and if the 
writer of the letter ha* been 
healthy all of her life it is most 
unlikely that she has ever had that 
disease either. A blood test would 
answer the question definitely. 


The sensible thing Is for the let-

The unions rackets 
are now yelling for a 35-hour week 
and probably will get it. 


For all our squanderment on "ed- 


ucation" and the politico-intellec- 
tual

of daily-wage 


workers, they think this overtime 
is velvet although it increases the 
cost of everything they buy just 
that much. Their "war effort" 
overtime ran up the debt to be paid 
by their sons who fought the war. 


Roosevelt was going to simplify 


and reorganize the federal juris- 
prudence. To that end he tried to 
pack not only the Supreme Court 
bat many other federal courts. He 
lost this attempt to Hitlerize the 
courts by statute but achieved the 
same result by appointing some 
discredited Democratic bums from 
the House and Senate who still 
inflict speedtrap justice on all 
adherents of conventional morals 
who stray within their purview.

The USS 
Albacor* holds the speed mark for 
submarines — having attained a 
speed in excess of 30 knots an hour. 
The Nautilus Hull is not such that 
it will hold the world mark—if it 
does have it now. New models of 
nuclear-powered submarines will 
lowever have modern-type stream- 
lined hulls such as the Albacore 
and will doubtless capture every 
possible speed record." 


The Davenport newspaperman 


noting the peace moves of the Rus- 
sian government, told his listener: 
that intelligence reports from the 
Far East claim that the present 
facilities of the U.S. Seventh Fleet 
are ample to meet any surface 
threat of the Chinese Communists 
but he hastened to add: 


"We cannot always believe ev-

but to their liking.

in trenches close to the actual blast 
site proves that our scientists hav« 
achieved great control over the 
.veapons," Topp stated.

Ridgway said the Army was told 


with "little warning" last Decem- 
ber that by mid-1956 it would be 
cut to 1,102,000 men, instead of the 
1,173,000 it had expected. This 
means a total reduction of 146,000 
from the original goals fixed in 
1953. The Army, he said, had com- 
pleted a budget based on the 
larger figure.
